In the two case# decided 
different grounds of defense were ad­ 
vanced, that the railroads might con­ 
test against the safety appliance acts 
from every possible point.

ver & R io Grande case was argued be­

a Jury. 
T h e railroads won both deci­ 
sions in the lower courts. 
T h e syllabus in tin* Atchison, To­ 
peka A- San ta Fo < ase lays down the 
new rule of la v as follows:
